
CME REQUIREMENTS 

2024-2025 License renewal cycle 
 

Continuing Education: The Board’s Continuing Education requirements 
have been modified for this renewal cycle of 2024-2025, based on the 
recognized hardship and safety issues ensued by the COVID-19 
pandemic.  
A licensee shall complete not less than fifty (50) credit hours of continuing 
education accrued during the two (2) year period from December 1, 2021 
through December 1, 2023.  

ALL fifty (50) CME credit hours may be obtained in-person or online, 
however, twenty- five (25) CME credits must be directly related to the 
practice of podiatric medicine. 

All course work submitted to the Board must be pre-approved by the 
Board. The Board may not accept a submission for continuing education 
credit of less than half an hour duration. 

It is a licensee’s responsibility to ensure that the offered courses by various 
sponsors, qualify for continuing education credit.  If you have questions about 
whether a course will meet the continuing education requirements, please 
contact the Board via email at Elizabeth.Kohlhepp@maryland.gov.   

Please be advised that a licensee must maintain accurate records of 
continuing education courses or programs for the preceding 5 years, and 
must make the records available to the Board or its representatives upon 
request. 

Continuing education for license renewal is governed by the Code of 
Maryland Regulations (COMAR) 10.40.02. 
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
